Officials 
said 
they 
would 
make 
the 
concession 
only 
because 
of 
the 
extensive 
renovation work already done 
on the homes by owners since 
the June flood, which makes the 
desire of many to remain there 
“understandable.” 
CONSEQUENCES 
But the officials warned that 
“ s p o t 
clearance,” 
while 
allowing owners more freedom 
of choice, would have serious 
consequences 'both for those who 
leave and those who stay. 
In short, they may all fail 
to get as much compensation 
as they would have under a 
total clearance project. 
Since all of Riverside Drive 
is considered a flood plain area, 
the officials warned, the state 
will not 'be able to certify the 
area as a flood control project 
if some houses are allowed to 
remain. 
Thu will mean that owners 
who wish to sell out to the 
government 
and 
move 
will 
receive only current value for 
their flood-damaged homes, not 
pre-flood value. 
Those who choose to stay, on 
the other hand, may be faced 
with 
serious 
“financial 
bur­ 
dens,” officials said. 
They 
will 
be 
required 
to 
renovate their homes to the 
standards of the new national 
building codes 
for plumbing,

WASHINGTON (U P!)—Former 'White House Aide 
G. Gordon Liddy was sentenced to 20 years in prison 
and fined $40,000 Friday, but fellow Watergate de­ 
fendant James W. McCord won a week’s reprieve 
by promising to disclose hidden details about the 
bugging of Democratic headquarters. 
U. S. District Judge John J. Sirica accepted 
McCord’s written request to meet him alone to 
discuss what McCord charged were incidents of 
perjury and “political pressure . . . to plead guilt^ 
and remain silent” during the Watergate trial in 
January. 
McCord did not elaborate, but specified hé' did 
not want to talk to FBI agents or other government 
representatives. 
The judge deferred sentencing McCord for one 
week to hear his story, but warned he would make 
no deals. He reserved the right to furnish McCord’s 
information to the Watergate Grand Jury, which 
reconvenes Monday, or the Select Senate Committee 
conducting its own investigation into the break-in 


and bugging: of Democratic National Headquarters 
Inst ,Iunt* 17. 
The other five Watergate defendants, all of whom 
pleaded guilty at the trial, received maximum 
“provisional”' sentences ranging: up to $50,TO in 
fines and 55 years in prison each, subject to change 
if they decide to talk about the case within the 
next few months. 
The five,, removed, to the District of Columbia 
jail to ponder Sirica’s request that they tell all they 
know, were E. Howard Hunt Jr., a former White 
House consultant, and Bernard L, Barker, Eugenio 
R, Martinez, Frank. A. Sturgis and Virgilio R. Gon­ 
zalez. all of Miami. 
In his March 19 letter which the judge read aloud 
in court, McCord, former security chief for the 
committee for the re-election of the president, vol­ 
unteered the following assertions despite expressed 
fears of retaliation: 
• “There was political pressure applied to the 
defendants to plead guilty and remain silent. 


• ‘"‘Perjury occurred during the trial In. matters 
highly material to the very structure, orientation 
and impact of the government’s case, and to the 
motivation and intent of the defendants. 
• “Others involved in the Watergate operation, 
were not identified during the trial, when they could 
have been by those testifying 
• “The Watergate operation was not a CIA 
operation. The Cubans may have been, misled by 
others into believing that it was a CIA operation. 
I know for a fact that it was not. 
• “Some statements were unfortunately made 
by a. witness which left the court with the impression 
that he was stating untruths, or withholding facts of 
his knowledge, when in fact only honest errors of 
memory were involved. 
• “My motivations, were different than those of 
the others involved, but were not limited to, or 
simply those offered in my defense during the trial. 
This is no fault of my attorneys, but of the circum*

asked banks which had just

Those banks included Chem­ 
ical Bank of New York, Chase 
Manhattan Bank of New York 
and First National Bank of Chi­ 
cago. They previously had been 
at the old rate of IV* .per cent. 
Burns’ telegram to all three

“The increase in the prime rate 
announced today by your bank 
appears to be quite inconsistent 
with the committee’s criteria.” 
INTEREST CHARGED 
The prime lending rate is the 
interest charged to a bank’s 
best customers and is a ba­ 
rometer of bank interest rates 
generally. One purpose of keep­ 
ing the rates down is said to be 
to heLp stem inflation.

Cattleman Predicts Consumer Price 


For Beef Should Drop in Tw o Weeks 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 
consumer price of beef should, 
'be lower in two to four weeks 
as supplies increase and weath­ 
er improves, the head of a cat­ 
tlemen’s organization said Fri­ 
day. 
John Trotman, president of 
the American National Cattle­ 
men’s Association, told a news 
conference that he expects the 
market to stabilize at a slightly 
lower 
level 
and 
predicted 
wholesale beef prices will fall 
by “several cents per pound,.,” 
At the same time, he said his 
organization backs Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz in urging 
cattlemen to send some of their 
older 
cattle 
to 
market 
this 
year. 
Trotman said sending older 
animals to market will increase 
the beef supply as well as re­ 
lieve herds of marginal ani­ 


mals. He said such beef would 
not be inferior. 
Trotman said the national de­ 
mand for beef has been spurred 
by severe weather, which he 
said killed 200.000 cattle and 
.slowed the rate of growth of 
millions more. 
“We are beginning to regain 
those 
late 
losses,” 
Trotman 
said1,. 
“ Better 
weather would 
also make it easier to transport 
animals to market. The effects 
of these improvements should 
begin to 'be apparent.” 
Trotman said that despite the 
loss, the cow herd is up six per 
cent over a year ago and that 
beef production is at an all 
time high. 
However, Trotman said that 
unwise restrictions on the beef 
industry could reduce the sup­ 
ply in future years, and he said 
there is no need for price con­ 
trols on beef.

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Saturday Sermon 
Convictions

Pastor Transfiguration Lutheran Church 
It was a most attentive congregation. 
In fact, the worshippers as one man sat 
on the edge of their pews, staring at the 
minister in outraged horror. A deathlike 
silence filled the church. No one moved 
or spoke. In front of the altar stood the 
minister in frozen immobility. At his side 
stood a soldier with his pistol pressed 
against the clergyman’s head. 
It was during the troublous time of the 
first Jacobite rebellion, and troops had 
poured into the city. The service had 
been suddenly interrupted by a party of 
rebels who had entered without ceremony 
and stalked down the nave. One of them, 
entered the chancel, put his pistol to the 
Vicar's head and ordered, “Stop praying 
for the king or I shoot you dead.0 
The Rev. Samuel Peploe, Vicar of 
Preston, hesitated only a moment, then 
replied, “Soldier, you do your duty as I 
am doing mine.” Then he went on calm­ 
ly with the service. 
Not a shot ivas fired. 
A man lives — or dies — by his con­ 
victions. Conviction is the conscience of 
the mind. An ordinary man with con­ 
viction can do more than a great man 
without it. The man who is neutral is 
always on the other side. For convic­ 
tions are worthless until they are con­ 
verted into conduct. 
It is hard for a man to keep his con­ 
victions to himself. Yet some people 
fall for everything and stand for nothing. 
The weakness of public opinion is that 
people express it privately. Too often 
public opinion is what people think other 
people are thinking. Convictions are 
mortgages on the mind. 
A religious fanatic one day rushed up 
to Ralph Waldo Emerson on the streets 
of Boston and exclaimed, “Mr. Emer­ 


son, do you know that the world's going 
to end next Friday?” 
“Very well,” said Emerson, calmly,, 
“I can get along without it." 
Men are sometimes convicted by their 
convictions. There are people who have 
no opinions — they have only convictions 
— which are nothing more than opinions 
that have become locked up in their 
minds. 
Often men who seem so positive are 
only mistaken at the top of their voices. 
Their convictions may be traced to acute 
indigestion. They have strong principles 
about things that do not matter. Others 
substitute labels for personal convictions. 
They take their direction from some em­ 
balmed tradition. 
Years ago the curator of the British 
Museum found two old women, apparent-' 
ly sisters, who came regularly to the 
museum and sat in front of a particular 
mummy for a considerable time. Curious, 
the curator finally asked them what they 
were doing. They explained that when 
they wanted to make a decision in their 
lives, they always asked the mummy, 
who always nodded its head if the an­ 
swer was “Yes.” 
An investigation began, and revealed 
that the bone at the nape of the mummy’s 
neck was resting on a support, but that 
the head was somehow' just swinging 
clear of the prop. A vibration would 
cause the head to move very gently in 
an affirmative direction. Further inves­ 
tigation revealed that when a board on the 
floor was trodden on heavily at one point, 
the mummy’s head would slowly move. 
There is always the danger of living 
by dead convictions. A man is known by 
the convictions he keeps. The only man 
who should be ashamed of his convictions 
is the man who is under prison sentence.

Police Warn Against 
Danger for Children 
Although spring usually Is a 
happy 
carefree 
time 
for 
children, it’s also a time when 
a certain type of danger is most 
prevalent. 
Reports of child molesting 
and attempts to lure children 
into cars become much more 
common 
when 
the 
warm 
weather arrives, according to 
Det. Donn Sommers, local 
juvenile officer. The beginning 
of fall has nearly the same 
effect. 
“Child molesting is a crime 
that’s taken most seriously by 
the police department and it’s 
given the quickest action,” 
Sommers said. 
“If the kids can give a good 
description of the assailant and 
his car, if he’s driving one, 
there’s a good chance we can 
catch him.” 
HELP IDENTIFY 
But 
it’s 
important 
that 
children know what to do if 
t h e y ’re 
approached, 
the 
'detective noted — mainly to 
avoid being hurt but also to help 
police identify and arrest the 
person who tried to molest 
them. 


“Children should never get 
into a car with a stranger and 
they shouldn’t talk to a 
s t r a n g e r , ” Sommers said. 
“They should ignore the person 
and continue on their way.** 
If 
possible, though, 
the 
youngster should take a good, 
quick look at the would-be 
a s s a i l a n t , Sommers said, 
without lingering too long and 
endangering himself. 
He should try to take down 
the license number of the 
person’s car, and it’s wise to 
have a child always keep a 
pencil and paper in his pocket 
for that purpose. 
Then the child should report 
the incident as quickly as 
possible. 
The youngster should run 
home if that’s where he’s 
headed or to school if it’s in 
the morning and he should tell 
a parent or a teacher. 
If 
he’s 
far 
from 
his 
destination he could stop at a 
block parent’s house — any 
place where a responsible adult 
can contact authorities for him. 
If a school crossing guard is 
nearby the child should tell her. 


“Kids are pretty sharp 
today,” Sommers said. “In our 
most recent case of this type 
three 10 or 11 year-old girls who 
were approached got a good 
description of the man and the 
license number of his car. As 
a result a suspect tos ap- 
p r e h e n d e d 
almost 
im­ 
mediately.” 


SEPARATE F ILE 
Police keep a separate file on 
known child molesters and if 
a youngster can give a good 
description of someone who 
approached him. there’s a good 
chance detectives will be able 
to find out who it was. 
If police hear of a certain 
spot where several attempts 
have been made to pick up 
children, they set up a sur­ 
veillance at that location. 
“The best way for youngsters 
to avoid .this sort of thing is 
to travel in groups,” Sommers 
advised. 
A would-be molest or is not 
likely to even approach a group 
of youngsters and rarely would 
physically attack a child who’s 
in a group.

Or a champagne fountain, a 
steam roller, a reducing belt 
vibrator, a cement mixer or a 
wallpaper steamer. 
A popular item in Rent All’s 
inventory is a tow bar for at­ 
tachment to an automobile 
bumper. 
“We get a lot of fathers who 
need the tow bar during the 
summer because their sons just 
called from Atlantic City or 
somewhere and need their 
broken down cars towed home,” 
said Mrs. Caba, who serves 
customers at the Potts town 
outlet. 
The Caba’s opened their 
Pottstown center three weeks 
ago as a branch of their 3-year- 
old franchise near Phoenixville. 
“We were getting quite a few 
customers from Pottstown but 
they had to drive 60 miles by 
the time they made two round 
trips to the Phoenixville store,” 
Mrs. Caba explained. 
The Rent All Center is one 


of a growing number of renial 
outlets around the country that 
seem to reflect a “do-it- 
y o u r s e l f ” attitude among 
customers, and perhaps the 
beginning of a rebellion against 
having to own things you don’t 
need very often. 
One of the center’s most 
important lines is entertaining 
needs. 
A prospective host or father 
of the bride can rent china, 
glassware and silver to serve 
up to 256 people at a party or 
reception. 
Folding beds are available for 
out-of-town visitors and grand­ 
parents frequently rent baby 
cribs and playpens when the 
offspring arrives for a stay. 
The Pottstown center also has

The most expensive item in 
the inventory is a four-wheel 
drive combination backhoe and 
front-end loader that rents for 
$75 a day. A cement mixer costs 
$8 per day, a chain saw $15. 
Customers must put down a 
deposit that’s usually $5 more 
than the expected rental fee for 
the number of days the item 
will be used. When the equip­ 
ment is returned the rent is 
s u b t r a c t e d and the rest 
refunded. 
“We bear the cost of all 
normal wear and maintenance,” 
said Mrs. Caba. 
“Customers have to pay for 
chipped or broken china or for 
anything 
damaged out 
of 
negligence but people usually 
are pretty careful. It isn’t hard 
to tell whether most problems 
are the customer's fault or 
not.” 
Recently a Vietnam veteran 
at

Hospital, Phoenixville, rented a 
television set for his room. He 
returned it the same day, 
saying the set didn’t work. He 
tried another set with the same 
result. 
It turned out the voltage in 
his room was too low and 
damaged both sets. 
“He-was very honest about 


it,” said Mrs. Caba. “We paid 
the $W to have the sets repaired 
and chalked it up as a business 
expense.” 
Caba gives books of In­ 
structions with the machinery 
he rents. 
With larger, expensive Items 
like the backhoe he instructs 
the renter personally before 
allowing him to tow the 
machine away on its own small 
trailer. 
One of the secrets of getting 
things back in good condition, 
Caba believes., is sending it out 
in good shape. Most customers 
seem 
ashamed 
to 
return 
equipment that looks dirty and 
abused if it was clean and new 
looking when they rented it, he 
said.

Civil War buffs fight 
amusement park idea 
WASHINGTON ÍUPI) — 
A giant corporation’s plan 
to build a “Great America” 
amusement park with an 
historical theme in northern 
Virginia has run into op­ 
position from a group of 
Civil War buffs who claim 
it will “desecrate” the 
Manassas Battlefield where 
'Confederate armies routed. 
Union forces. 
George 
E. 
Hill 
2nd, 
president o< the Civil War 
Round Table of Washington, 
says the Marriott Corp.’s 
.Application for rezoning fo 
more than 588 aerea in 
Prince William County, Va., 
would be “nothing short of 
desecration.” 
The site lies one mile 
from the national battlefield 
where the first battle of Bull 
Run was fought in 1861 and 
directly on the site where 
the 
second 
Confederate 
victory occurred 11 months 
later. 
Hill has asked Civil War 
buffs across the country to 
write their opposition to the 
county supervisors. 
T h e 
proposed 
park, 
already banished by citizen 
p r e .5 s u r e from Howard 
County, Md., is expected to 
cost $35 million, and attract 
lucrative satellite commerce 
to the once-rural county 
southwest of Washington’s 
immediate suburbs. 
The two Bull Run bat­ 
tles ites “are the only major 
battlefields remaining in 
this country much as they 
were a century ago,” Hill 
said. 
“It will be1 suddenly torn 
up 
forever 
and 
com­ 
mercialized,” he said, if the 
supervisors 
approve 
the 
rezomng. 
The 
supervisors, 
with 
little public attention, signed 
a contract with Marriott 
last, month. Since then, 


p u b l i c 
reaction 
has 
threatened to turn the issue 
into the third battle of Bull 
Run. 
Hill, a Washington stock­ 
broker, said, "For reasons 
of its own, the federal 
government has not pur­ 
chased the land where the 
second battle was fought. 
Most 'people are aware of 
first Manassas, but second 
Manassas was a. bigger and 
more 
important engage­ 
ment,” 
The August, 1862. cam­ 
p a i g n commanded by 
Robert E. Lee climaxed 
with a southern unit headed 
by Gen. James Longstreet 
mowing down the Union 
forces of Gen. John Pope 
who was shortly thereafter 
dispatched to fight Indians. 
He said he doesn't oppose 
Marriott*» historical theme 
park 
nearby, 
but 
that 
putting it on the second 
Manassas battlefield would 
be a “cata,strophe,” 
“Part of our national 
heritage would be torn out.” 
Hill complained. “Hopefully, 
as 
the 
National 
Park 


System gets more money it 
would try to treat, the site"

Manassas.”

tourist attraction he said 
brings in 1 million visitors 
a year.

Scott was the Virginia 
loyalist to the Union who 
warned Abraham Lincoln 
against putting his troops 
into action so quickly in 1861 
— and first Manassas was 
the result.

250 South Vietnamese Prisoners Freed 


By Enemy; 16 Choose to Remain With Reds 


THACH HAN RIVER. Viet­ 
nam (AP) — Nearly 250 South 
Vietnamese prisoners splashed 
across the Thach Han River to 
freedom Friday, but 16 of their 
comrades stayed on the bank 
and chose to remain with their 
Communist captors. 
The exchange of South Viet­ 
namese and Communist prison­ 
ers at the edge of ravaged 
Quang Tri City was marked by 
emotion propaganda and spo­ 
radic gunfire — reminder of 
the cease-fire’s fragile condi­ 
tion. 
It produced a first in the long 
series of Vietnamese POW ex­ 
changes: a prisoner nobody 
wanted. 
The slight man clad in purple 
pajamas was a prisoner of the 
South Vietnamese, who said 
they ferried him across in a 
separate boat because he asked 
for special protection.

HUM ANLY POSSIBLE: A Bi­ 
ologist's Notes on the Future of 
Mankind. By Jean Rostand, 112 
Pages, $4.95. 
The French biologist. Rostand 
happens to be' something of a 
philosopher, but the essays in 
this volume are not forbid­ 
dingly esoteric — he writes of 
both themes in a manner the 
layman can understand. 
The opening chapter, “ A Biol­ 
ogist's Mail,” is a sort of 
warmup period in which the au­ 
thor takes an opportunity to 
range over a good many prob­ 
lems that have arisen from' his 
statements in speeches, articles 
and lectures. 
The 'heart of the' book 'is con­ 
tained in the next two items, 
“ Present and Future of the Hu­ 
man Person” and "The Limits 
of the Human.” 
Rostand is a great believer in 
the uniqueness of the human 
personality, which he considers 
essential to the adaptability of 
the race to its changing envi­ 
ronment. 
He concentrates on such ele­ 


ments as the human genes and 
how they change. So great is 
his respect for the .individual 
human life that he is con­ 
servative on such questions as 
abortion and mercy deaths. He 
is concerned about depersonali­ 
zation — whether of the body 
or of the mind. 
Another of his chapters is on 
biogenesis, that rather fright­ 
ening prospect that some day 
the laboratory might produce 
something right on the verge
